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VICTOMA'S SCHOOLS. 

Wo do not think thut tho mtopiiysrs of 
Victoria will object to contribute directly 
to tha Bujiport of tlio schoola of tliu city. 
In all parts of tho Dominion education is 
to a |{rmter or leas extent maintained bjr 
local rates. The Government can hardly 
be expected to continue to take upon it- 
self the whole expense of education. The 
school uxpunsua in the corpocate towns 
are groatur than in tho rural diatrictn. 
Thoy require a bettor ulnaa of school- 
houBoa and teachern of a higlior grndo. 
The Oovorninunt school buildings and 
grounds in Victoria are worth not Iums 
than 870,000. If tho city had to orcct 
and furiiiHh itH own scluiul huimea an tho 
cities in all othor parts of the continent 
are obliged to do, it would have to pay 
annually a good deal more for this alone 
than the sum which the law requires it to 
contribute. So that what tho city is 
askod to pa3' ia really not more tlum a 
fair rent for the sohoul buildings and llio 
yrounds attached to them, leaving tha 
teaching of tho childrun altogether 
froo. The salaries allowed to city 
teachers are considerably higher than those 
which the teacliora in tho rural districts 
receive. This oniibles cities, to employ 
the best teaching talont to be procured. 
When the whole subject is fairly consid- 
ered the reasonableness and the fairness 
of requiring the ratepayers of the cities to 
° pay a third of the salaries of the toachorn 
must be seen. Tu say that the law dis- 
criminates unjustly in favor of tho rural 
districts is (juite a mistake. In the first 
place many of the countrj' districts are 
thinly settled and as yet unal)lo to boar 
the bui(K n nf oi m tiiliut ing more than tho 
general ta.\ to the maintenance of their 
schools. Their school buildings are not 
as expensive and their teachers <ire not 
80 highly paid as those of the corporate 
towns. It would, therefore, as things are 
at present, be unfair to place them on the 
same footing as those parts of the coni- 
niunity that enjoy more and higher edu- 
cational advantages. This the citizens of 
Vancouver see, and its town council has 
without a word jdaced at tho di.sp'jaal of 
the (ioverniiiout the amount which tho 
law requires for tho sujiport of its 
schoola. And it dtjos this, too, before it 
has a liigli school. We trust that tho 
Board of Aldonnen of Victoria will not 
allow itself tu be outdone in liberality by 
the Common Council of Vancouver. 
This city , enjoys educational advantages 
which Vancouver does not possess, and 
consequently should pay its quota to- 
wards the school fund with groatur 
proinptnees .ind choorfulncis. Victoria 
doea not yot possess all thu educational 
facilitieii it reiiuiroa. 1 1 is, we are happy 
to see growing fast and will have from 
time to time to r»pply to tho Uovcrnment 
for more money. How can it oxjjoct tho 
Government which has so many demands 
on its treasury readily to comply with the 
requests of the school trustees if the cor- 
poration withholds from it tha sum the 
law requires it to pay, which it ought to 
pay and which it can easily pay? If the 
Government find tho ratepayers of thu 
cn)iip«r!<tive!y rich corporate town* un- 
willing to contribute towards the expoiiso 
of the education (jf their children, it will 
bo forced to cut down tho oxponaes of 
education. We are quite sure that its 
members would be moat unwilling to im- 
pair tho eOicioncy of the excellent educa- 
tional aysteni that is d(jing so much for 
the people of tho province, and that pro- 
mises, if its^ets the sui>port from those 
parts of the province which are able tu 
give it, to do still more. We do trust 
that the governing bodies of the corporate 
towns will look at this matter in the right 
light and freely hand over to tho (Jovern- 
ment tlio very moderate hu.iis that the 
law rofiuiros tlieui to contribute towards 
tho education of tins children of ihoae 
whom they reprc;.',-!!;. Tlieyget full valui! 
for their nione^', and X'icfrjiia. which is so 
highly favoroil, bIkjuM Iu- the last of tlu.' 
cities to place dithoultios in tho Uovern- 
ment's way. 
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FJiOM A l}u^iJ^'Es^i standpoint. 

It is well to hear what there is to he 
said on both sides of a Hid)jeet. 'I'liiM-e 
are many who ileclan^ that jirohiliition 
cannot lie oarrii'il (iut iinywhere ami that 
it has proved a failure wherever it has 
been introduced. This is not the opinion 
of some Kansas business men who looked 
at the operation of the law from a purely 
business point of view. It is not said that 
these men favored prohibition before the 
Kansas prohibitive law was enacted, or 
oven that they wore tcototallora. Thoy 
■imply reecu'dod roaults .nnd noted the of- 
foct which prohibition had on the com- 
munity in geni'i al, and piw i ieularly on 
tho business in whicli I liiiy were oiij^'.'iged. 
Those men are the nienil)erB of the stock- 
holdera conimitteo of thu Farmers' Loan 
and Trust Comiiany of Kansas. In Leav- 
enworth county the saloons wore closed 
in March 1887, and commitments to the 
penitentiary rank from thirty-six in 188(1 
to thirteen in 1887, and to five during the 
first half of 1888. The penitentiary has 
one hundred and four fewer inmates than 
it had a year ago, aiul the jails of the 
Slate are i)raclically empty. The jiro- 
portion of jianpers which «as one 
in 750 persons iu iS.St) was in IHHH only 
one in looO. '!'hos(! busine.'!s men regard 
tho movement ns a success in LCaiisa.s, and 
thoy believe it will add to tho valuo of 
land in the State. They conclude by ox- 
prossiiig tho hope that "the facts cited 
are a strung argument In favor of loans iu 



a Stake advancing so rapidly in moral as 
well aa material progress." There is cer- 
tainly no fanaticism in this way of testing 
the subjf'ot. If thoy findrthat .men in a 
prohibition State are better off, more able 
and.more willing to pay their debts than 
they were before prohibition was intro- 
duced, they cannot bo found fault with 
for pronouncing in favor of prohibition. 
It may be said that the time is too short 
to warrant thorn in coming to a rational 
conclusion as to the aucceaa or tho failure 
of tho oporati(ui of tho prohibitory law. 
Other cauaoa may have been at -work to 
produce the results with which thoyoredit 
prohibition. When the law has been in 
operationi say five or six years, impartial 
observers will bo in a position to speak 
with certainty of the changes it haa 
brought about. It will then bo seen 
whether tho bankers of Kansas will have 
aa much to say in its favor as 
they have now, Wo, however, give 
their testimony for what it is worth, and 
those who live long enough will be able to 
compare it with their opinion of the law 
three or four yeara hence.

Professor Bryce, M. 1'., one of tho 
ablest of Engliahinen, has written a book 
on "Tho Auiorican Coninionwoiilth." 
This book is represonted as being 
singularly free from prejudice. The 
writer studied the American constitution, 
American institutions and American so- 
ciety, to find out exactly what they are, 
and ho gives the world the result of his 
investigations. He found iu thum inucli 
to admire and comparatively little to con- 
ilomn. Ho does not praise iadiacrimi- 
nately, neither does ho censure without 
giving good reasons for the judgment be 
liaa formed, 'i'be London Times says re- 
specting .Mr. Bryco's manner of treating 
the subject : " Fr(jm lirat to last is man- 
ifest a deairo to bo just, truthful and in 
dulgent. If Mr. Bryce ever drops a word 
of everity he hastens to knock the edges 
off his criticisms by a kindly admissiiMi. 
To all his verdicts is appended a rider of 
extenuating circumstances. A flood of 
new light is turned upon the institutions 
of .Vmerica; and if thoy do not ajipear ao 
|iictureK(iue as when viowoil by tha 
glimmer uf tlio torclies of jiartisana, wo 
at least ace them as tlioy are." Mr, 
liryco haa conio to tho conclusion that tlu 
iramers of the American constitution had 
for their model the government of the 
country they professed to hate, and from 
which they revolted. They regarded her, 
iu spite of all that had passed, as the pat- 
tern state, the freest and best governed 
country in the world. "While seeking to 
protect themselves," wo quote the Tiints 
criti((ue, "against the tymnny they had 
sutl'ered Hamilton and his friends drew 
largely from Fiiglish experience. In this 
spirit tliuy made tho President 'a ro 
duced and improved copy of the English 
king,' a (leorgo III. shorn of a part of 
hia perilous prerogative. Even when thoy 
departed from English models they did a< 
unintentionally." This was to be ex- 
pected. The American revolutionists 
would not in a day divest themselves cf 
the ideas which they had derived from 
thoir British teachers, and which had be- 
come part of thoir intellectual outlit. It 
has iiuon aaid th;it it was because thoy 
wore British in ]]rinciple that thoy wore 
rebels. Colonists from anyother country 
except (ireat Britain would have aubmit- 
ted to the restrictions and burdens placed 
upon thuni by the mother country with- 
out a murmur; but to men who had re 
ueived their ideas of the rights of free 
men from the teachings and the 
example of British patriots, they 
were intolerable. It must be gratify 
ing to both Engiishnion and Americana to 
know that a man who looks bolow the 
surface and whose vision is not distorted 
by national ant io'it h "r riice b.r.trcds cai 
discern a atmng family reaemblanco bo 
tweon tho greatest of constitutional nion 
archies and tho greatest of republics. It 
is evident that he can see, in spite of dif 
fereiicus that are mainly superficial, that 
thoy have the relation to one another of 
mutlier and daughter. 

Mr. Bryce is a keen and a sagacious ob- 
server of the social phenomena presented 
by the United States. He comments 
upon what he sees fearlessly and impar 
tially. What ho sees wm-thy of blame in 
tlio conduct of the people of tho I 'nited 
States ho cenaurea freely, and what h 
sees worthy of admiration he praises with- 
out stint. This is the conclusion ho 
cornea to : 

" .-\nd by I) much aa tho people of tho 
I nited .States are more hopeful, by thut 
uiucli are they more hoaltliy. Thoy do 
not, like their forofatliers, expect to attain 
thoir ideals cither easily or soon; but they 
s,iy that they will continue to strive to- 
wards thorn, and tlu^y say it with a note 
oi conlidence in the voice which rings in 
tho ear of the Kuropean visitor and fills 
him with .aoinethiiig of thoir own hopeful 
neas. .-Nmerica has still a long vista of 
years atretcliing before her in which she 
will enjoy conditions far more auspicious 
I liHU lOnglniid can count uiMiii. Ami tliiil 
Amei-ica marks tlu; highest level, not only 
of materi.'d ivell-beiiig but (,f iiitelliguuco 
and Inppineas, which tho rnct: ha.s yet at- 
tained will bo tho judgmenl of Ihoso wIk 
look nut at the favored few for wtioso bene- 
fit tho world seems hitherto to have 
framed its institutions, but at the whole 
body of tho people." 

The comment of the Times upon this 
passage is so appropriate that wo cannot 
withhold it from our readers: 

"Could higher praise than this," it 
says, "bo given/ We might demur to its 
strict accuracy. lint, whatever bo its 
trutli, it is not uiiimpfu-tant that these 
words of hope and admiration and ayiii- 
pathy should record tlio linal conclusion, 
arrived at after patient and laborious in- 
vestigation." 

This appreciative book, written by an 
linglishraan whose opinion is worthy of 
the highest respect of nien of every do- 
greo of culture, will, we venture to say, 
do more towards maintaining good feeling 
and friendly relations between Groat Bri- 
tain and tho Unitod States than all that 
has boon done for tho last fifty years by 
tho statesmen and diplomatists of both 
nations.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Thk fact that elections in Franco are 
held on Sunday proves in a very striking 
manner that the people of continental 
Europe look upon tho Lord's Day in an 
altogether difleront light from people of 
tho Anglo-Saxon race, no matter what re- 
ligion thoy profess. A proposal to hold 
an election in Canada or the United States 
on Sunday would outrage the feeUngs uf 
men and women. of all- creeds. It would 
be met .with by one universal < shout of 
condemiiation froin Oatholioi'as well as 
Protestants. If any Government were 
insane enough to appoint Sunday aa elec- 
tion day tho number of people of any do- 
nomination who would go to tho jiolla 
would ho very few indeed. But it 3eoni,s 
that un election day on Sunday 
in Franco is looked upon ua 
nothing unusual and the number 
who, from conscientious scruples, abstain 
from voting are very few indeed. Tho 
number of votes polled in Paris when 
Boulanger was eloctod was not very far 
from half a million. TIio precise number 
was -133,508. This must have been a largo 
proportion of the whole vote. fie was 
elected Ijy tho whole city. This is the 
syatoni in force in Franco now. By what 
is ciillodtho ac) u(in de lidc every voter in 
the department may vote for all tho mcni- 
bors of all the districts {arrandmements) of 
the departments. As there was a vacancy 
in the Department of the Seine, which 
includes Paris, the member to fill it must 
be elected by all the voters of tho Depart- 
ment. Tho size of tho constituency nmy 
bo imagined when 433, oOS olectora polled 
their votes for tho dillerent candidates. 
Yet wo do not lind that there were any 
absentees for conscience sake.

The Kecent Acclilenl.

Prof. Helnrlch Bohrer Drops IXiad While 6Iv- 

Ing A music Lesson. 

While Professor Hoinrich Bohrec, the 
wel'. kionvn ujisician and teacher of 
music, wii.j giving a lesson to Miss 
Duiismuir at his aparlnienta at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Smilow, Vancouver strcot, 
hem een eleven and twelve o'clock yester- 
day morning, ho waa noticed by his pupil 
to suddenly gasp for breath, and then full 
to the floor — dead. Miss Dunsrauir at 
once ran for Dr. Hanington, who lost no 
time in hastening to the Professor's side, 
but was im.able to be of any service. Tho 
vital spark had lied, deatli, from heart 
disease, being instantaneous. 

Prof, liohrer was a musical genius, and 
lived only for his art. He was a graduate 
of tho Ijie|)sig Conservatory of Music, 
and a student of uinaic in France and 
England as well as his native hind. .■\ 
fellow-student in his younger days with 
Reiibenstein, lio bucanio intimately ac- 
ipiainted with tho great artist, of whom 
he used to relate many pleasant incidents.

A busiiieaa man yesterday called our at- 
tention to numerous inaccuracies in Hen- 
derson's directory of British Columbia, 
now being circulated. In the introduct- 
ory article an estimate is made of the p(i[>- 
ulalion of the four cities of this province, 
based i.in the names in the dii'ectory. 
The genor.al directory of \'ancouver is 
cuntained in 70 [lagea, that of N'ictoria in 
100. The estimate from this reads iiuOD 
n.'tmes in each place. lu Victoria's case 
these iiro multiplied by .1^, making 
lli,-ir)7, with an estimated Chinese and 
floating population of 2000, making the 
total 1-1,II,j7. N^ancouver's UooO names 
are miiltiijlied by .'!, making a total (ac- 
cording to tho directory) ot 7Sllli, Chinese 
ani.1 lloating poitulation bringing it u|i to 
aS'.y.i. In giving tho totals of poimlation 
of Canadian cities N'ancouver and 
N'ictoria are each given 11000 
inhabitants. How the compilers of 
the directory can reconcile these incon- 
sistoncie.s it would bo interesting to know. 
Tlicro are many inaccuracies in the aljiha- 
botical directories of the cities, an amus- 
ing instance being that of Harry Vatos, 
who is given once to Victoria as a farmer 
and twice to Vancouver as checker and 
bookkeeper, while his name appearu 
three times in succession in tho Van- 
couver directory. In thu list of biiaiiicHS 
hoUHca are several serious diacropnnoies. 
Although C. K. Redfern has been cstab- 
HsIumI huiger than the other houses, hiu 
name does not appear among tho jewel- 
ers. Simon Loiser is not found a.^iong 
tho wholesale grocers, though his goods 
aril sent to almost every retail store in 
the provice. Other omissions could be 
noted, but the above show that, although 
tlio ilirectory in many rcuiiects ia n good 
<iiio, yet as a guide for husineHa men at 
home and abroad, and as an index of tho 
position of the various cities of the pro- 
vince, it is BCAroulv all that could be do- 
nirod. 



('onliisloB Tfone Conloanded. 

Shortly after 10:.10 o'clock last night tho 
woodshed in the rear of .1.

The Deluge buys, with 
t he steamer, wailed for a few iniiiutes f(U' 
iletinito information, and then hi'ariiii; 
that the liru was somewhere in the dirci: 
lion of ^'ictoria west, started out to locate 
it. On Discovery street, they found that 
the mud was about a foot in depth, and 
it is not certain that they could have got 
through had it been necessary. Finally, 
stujipiiij.' in front of tho house, they fiuiiid 
t.h:it t heir services had not been re(iiiired. 
111! the return, the Imok and ladder iuid 
hose trucks were met, each coining from 
a dilTerent direction, where they had been 
looking for the fire. Had the blaze been 
such tliat the brigade was needed, tho de- 
fective alarm service would have been tho 
c aiiso of the entire loss of the burning 
jiioporty.
